IS DEDICATED AT 


OTTAWA RITES 


Ottawa.—The Torch of Victory, 
symbol of Canadian support of the 
Mother Country, was dedicated on 
Parliament hill, and Prime Minister 
Mackenzie. King linked with his 
words of appréciation of the symbol 
an appeal for young Canadians to 
enlist in the fighting forces. 

The torch, which will be handed 
to Prime Minister Winston Churchill|” , . 
crossed the Atlantic| 
after being received at ceremonies in
